many tiiiii*s ovi*r. Tills trimtlimiaii lias lamii an i*ii- 
thusiastie ilaily visitor to tlie traek. He has eti 
gaged. James Johnstim. wlio re<-entl.v left the enipio} 
oI II. <i. Kisiwell. to train his stabli* at a vearlv 
salary of $.‘i.«ttat. In aiblition. .lolinston will liavi a

Sensationally Successful Trainer-Ownep Makes In- 
dividual Study of Each Horse He Handles. 

“II. G. Bialwell, America’s wizard trainer of tlior- 
ougliliri-<ls, owes his marvelous sina-ess oii the turf 
to the fuel that he is u dost- student of horseflesh.” 
sa.vs tile Sail Francisco Cliroiiicle. “From suiiri.s<- 
iiiitil siiiiwt Bedweil watches over ills stalde of thor- 
oiighlireds like a mother watcln-s over her young, 
and it is Ids aliility to train a horse aecordiiig to 
his dis|Misition tliat "euahled him to s»-iid 122 wiiiuers 
to the |HM<t during the s«-asou just clos<-d, a f(-at 
tliat is coiisider<-<l |ilieuomeuaI lii ra«’iiig cireles. 

■■B»- 4 lw<-ll's career cannot Im- called metimric, for 
the siK-eess which lie has achievml came to him only 
li.v hard work and close- apiilit-atioii to the artiflea-s 
of training. While Imping after the iut»-n-sts of his 
stalile R<-<lwell is actlvit.v |)ersonifled. He is lu-re, 
tliere and everywhere (loiiig soiiK-tliiiig to iM-ui-flt ids 
horsi-s. In tin- wee hiairs of the inoriiiiig he puts 
ill his time treating and d<M-toriiig the physical fail 
iiigs of Ids string. Along almiit S to lO he is liiisily 
engugial ihi tin- track giving iiist ructions for the 
moridiig work-outs and exercisi- gallops. From 1(1 to 
11 lie attends to making entries for tin- raia-s. Froi'ii 
laMm until starting time for tin- first race he is 
ever on the alert, chatting with horsi-nien with a 
view of gaining inronnation on the relative ability 
of the racers wideh opiMna- his own horsi'S, and dur- 
ing the afterniMin he is in the paddiN-k, lietting ring 
and all over tin- track seemingly at once. On tin- 
whole. he ap|M-ars to ts- a bundle of nerves tliat flit- 
ter to ever.v eiH-ner of the course. Bt-ilwell rarely 
overliMiks a lM*t widle training his string. 

"The life liattles and career of tills modern wizard 
trainer date iiaek thirty-six years and eiHuprise 
man.v isld exiierienci-s Is-fon- a trick of fate drew 
Ids full attention toward the thonmglibrt-d. Bi-<lwell 
early showe<l an Inclination for his viN-ation when a 
Imi.v attending a grammar seliool in Kansas. He was 
a rider then, taking part in all the niuteh races of 
the day. Frimi his birth Bedwi-ll liml lieen uroiiiid 
horses continnall.v. and lie grew up to love and es- 
teem them for their tnie worth. 

"When in* reneh<-<I manlnxMl. Bedweil enteri-d 
IMilitics ami siieeei-iled in securing the offlta- of 
eoiint.v clerk of Grand Junction, t’olo.. hut he con- 
tinneii to show interest in tin- horsi- as oiii^ of the 
most enthnsiastie harness drivers of that section. 
He IH-Ionged to u driving elnh and inaiiituiinal a 
large stalde of trotters and pai-ers. At Grand Junc- 
tion in Isn.H Bt-ilwell einliarked in the business of 
eoudneting a liver.v stable with a storage and trans- 
fer Imsiness c<iniieet(*d. He was successful and simhi 
liuilt lip a lucrative husim-ss. 

"In Denver alMMit five years ago the real turning 
fMilnt in Bedwell's career came aliout. He was out 
driving one da.v with a sou of EIm-ii T. Smitli wlieii 
tlie hors;- threw a shoe. A hlaeksmith shop was 
near at hand and Bedweil stop|H-il in to have tle- 
hors<- sIkmI. It so hiip|M-ned that the hlaeksmitli 
was “Liiek.v” Baldwin’s negro horsesliot-r ami nat- 
iirall.v the i-onversatioii turned to dis<-U 8 sing horses. 
The 'negro told B<*dwell a hard-hiek stor.v alxHit leas- 
ing out a race horse to a fellow for driving piirimsi-s 
and ree»-iving no money in return, and finally jried 
to sell tlie horse to tin- young trainer. 

"Bi-ilwell Iik(-<I the lisiks of a lengthy gelding that 
tlie negro liroiight out ami iii tin- end gave tin- 
darkey fiXXl ami drove away with a horse trailing 
Ills buggy that afterward proved u st-iisation in dis- 
tanet- events at Oakland. It was Ia>s .\ngeleno. tin- 
great fonr-iiiiler. and the suee<-ss which Bt-dwell 
liad with Ills lone starter prompted him to sell out 
Ids imsiness and turn his full attention to thoroiigii- 
hn-d racing. It is well known Iniw Ixis Angeleno 
tiMik tin- inmors of the Thornton Stakes in ItMiT, and 
siKin afterward came down in front again in the 
renewal of that four-mile event. Both contests 
proved gruelling affairs, with Mamie Algol fighting it 
out nose and nose on the |Mist. 

"Los Angeleno practically made Bt-dwell. Tlu- 
horst- suffert-tl grt-atly frimi lameness and often 
went to tin- liarrier on three legs, tint he never 
failed to finish with unexcelh-il etmrage. But for 
the fortunate strokt* of securing sueh a useful iier- 
former ftir a starter, there is no telling what fignre 
Betlwell woiilil have pla.vc-d on the turfr With I.S 1 S 
Angt-leno winning purse after jmrst- the young 
trainer was able to lay the bt-glnning of his pres<‘nt 
largi- stable. 

"Bt-tlwell has rightfully earned the soliriipiet of 
‘wizartl’ trainer tlinmgh his masterful handling of 
hors)-s whieli liave lieeu discarded by eomiM-tent 
horsemen as of no account. An Instance can la- 
cited in Fulletta, a selling plater at the iM-giiining 
of last s«-as<in of the iiopeh-ss sort. He made Ful- 
letta one of the im»st consistent rae«“rs of the Oak- 
land meeting. Close study of a horse’s dls|K)sitIon 
has lM-(-n the main factor of Bedwell’s success. ‘I 
try to guess a horse’s temix-rainent,’ says Bedweil. 
•'niere is no set Ixiok of rules for training ninniiig 
horses. Y’ou rarely find two- thorimglihreds alike in 
their dis|Misitlous. Some would run themselves Into 
the ground in the work-mits if y«m would let them. 
Otliers sulk and refuse to work, and there is mueli 
differem-e in liorses. 

“ ‘I trv different styles <*f training a horse until I 
hit on tlie one tliat brings the liest results, and then 
I stick to that. About the worst expt-rience I ever 
had was witli Fulletta. I trit-d alnuist everything 
under the sun on him tx-fiH-e I could get him to 
going well. One morning I would try letting the 
Isiv use a whip on him and the next a different idea, 
until my patience was aliout exhausted. I watched 
the horse closely, however, and d«“cid«Hl that I would 
let him work himself into condition. Accordiiiglv 
I t<dd the Isiy to let him run as far as he wanted 
to, and it is well known how Fulletta develoiied Into 
the most consistent hors«- at Oakland last si-ason. 
He would hr«><-ze of his own accord from the eightli 
|sde to tile far turn every day, and I think that is 
the onl.v wa.v tliat Fulletta can Im- bandied. Ever.v 
horse r*-<piires the same d(‘ep stnd.v. and then- is a 
great deal m*>n‘ at the iMiltiHii of training ran- 
horses tlian just simply letting yonr charge do a 
hit of galloping in tin- morning. It’s hard work.’ ”

lamisville. K.v.. February 1.7. — The recent death 
of Faverdale at Major T. J. Carson's farm at Lex- 
iiigt«Hi marked the luissiirg of the last «if tlie great 
twieyear-olds of 1 S 8 K, tlie year that brought the 
inaugural running of the Futiirit.v Stakes. 

Pr<M-tor Knott, winner of tin- first running of Hie 
liig rcee. died wliile lie was still in training, lint 
tin- mighty Salvator, whieli ran si-eoiid. dh-d only 
last .year.’ while Galen, the third liia-si-. like tin- 
winner. died early in ills eari-«-r and the other start- 
ers — .St-iiiH-ita, I-ad.v Pillsifer, Erie. .Yurieomu. Forest 
King. PriiM-ess Howling. Life Staff. Pliilauder, Tlie 
Lioin-ss and Village Maid — like PriM-lor Knott. Sal- 
vator and Galen, the thre- placed horses, are all 
giHie. 

But four of the owners who sent starters to tlie 
IM»st in tile first Futurity are still alive. The.v ar*- 
.1. B. Ilaggin. \V. S. Barnes. P. J. Dwyer and G. 
B. Morris, wliih- tin- meinln-rs of the laniisville 
racing firm that owned the winner. PriH-tor Knott —
